S EARLY AS 1937, when Japan began her 

campaign to rule all of Asia, IsorokuYama- 
moto at that time Vice-Minister of the Navy 
in the Japanese government, knew what had 
to be done. 


“The United States of America must be crush- 
ed,” he told a meeting of government officials. 

And he knew the proper time to crush the U.S. 

‘Britain will be at war with Germany in a 
few years. She and France are appeasing Hitler 
now, this foolishness will catch up with them. 
Soon Britain will have to pull back her forces 
from Hong Kong and Singapore. France will 
be conquered by Germany, her colonies in Indo- 
China will be defenseless. The Netherlands will 
likewise fall to Hitler and. the Netherlands East 
Indies will fall to us like an over-ripe plum, 
rich in tin, rubber and oil. The United States 
will have no one she can turn to for help in 
the Pacific, she will in fact dilute her strength 
by helping the British in the Atlantic. That is 
the time to strike.” 

And he knew exactly how to crush the Ameri- 
cans. 

‘One quick, unexpected and decisive blow can 
destroy the entire American fleet in the Pacific. 
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Then no one will oppose us.” 

And he thought he knew the Americans. 

‘if the blow is cruel, barbaric and brutal 
enough, if it kills enough Americans, they will 
not fight. Americans are soft and cowardly. 
They do not like long, hard wars where they 
must suffer. In World War I,’ he reminded the 
cabinet, ‘they did not come in until the final 
year. Before that they fought the Spanish, a quick, 
easy war with few casualties, that is how the 
Americans like their wars.” 

“Americans,” he concluded, “‘are afraid to die. 

By January of 1941 all the pieces in Yama- 
moto’s diabolical jigsaw puzzle were in place 
except one. The Japanese had occupied Indo- 
China and there was no France to stop them. 
The British, expecting invasion of their home 
islands any day by the Nazis, had left only 
a skeleton force in the great naval bases of 
Singapore and Hong Kong. The Americans were 
tying up their merchant fleet to supply Britain, 
and they had committed the necessary destroyers 
to protect the flow of goods to the beleagured 
British. 

The only serious hold-out were the Dutch 
East Indies. The Netherlands had been crushed 
under the Nazi jackboot, but the courageous 





colonial government and small military gar- 
rison were defying the Japanese. They refused 
to supply them with rubber, and other strategic 
war materials.which the island were so rich in. 

“The stupid Dutch,” Yamamoto raged, “‘are 
defying us only because they believe the Ameri- 
cans will protect them. It is now more urgent 
than ever that the American presence in the Pacific 
be removed.” 

Yamamoto personally took on the task of de- 
stroying the American forces in the Pacific. He 
assumed the title of Commander in Chief of 
the Combined Imperial Japanese Fleet and in 
January of 1961 began laying his plans. 

“The Americans,” he reasoned, ‘are cowards 
but they are not stupid. They will not send their 
fleet in the southwest Pacific, because we ma’ 
strike in the North at the Aleutians. Nor will 
they commit their main strength th the North 
because we may strike at the Philippines or 
or the Dutch Indies or Australia.”” 

We can expect that they will keep the bulk 
of their fleet at some central pointuntilthey think 
they know where we are going to attack.”* 

Yamamoto decided upon the bold plan of 
striking in neither the North or the South, but 
tight at the “central point” itself where the 
American fleet would be massed. With a cry 
of delight he realized where that “central point” 
would have to be, the only point from which 
the Americans could move either North or South 


—Hawaii, specifically, Pearl Harbor. 

It was essential to Yamamoto that the Ameri- 
cans be kept in the dark concerning Japanese 
intentions. The attack on Pearl Harbor must 
come as a complete surprise and catch as man; 
as possible of the naval personnel off guard, 
away from their guns. 

Sunday December 7 was set for the striking 
date. Meanwhile the Japanese would train and 
practice every phase of the operation while the 
diplomats were given instructions to keep the 
U.S. guessing, to promise everything and deliver 
nothing. It was essential that the U.S. know no- 
thing of what Japan intended to do until she 
had done it. By then the American Navy would 
be no more, thousands of casualties would have 
been inflicted, and the U.S. would see the hope- 
lessness of the whole situation and give up. 

Japan would then have a free hand all the 
way from the Philippines to San Francisco. 
‘The Pacific would be a “Japanese Lake.” 

‘When the fateful day came, Yamamoto arrang- 
ed the final details of all phases of the strike, 
including exactly when the two peace envoys 
were to arrange the day’s talks with the Ameri- 
can Secretary of State, For a full month the 
Japanese fleet had been steaming in a devious 
approach to Pear] Harbor. 

‘At the precise moment when the personnel at 
Pearl Harbor were most vulnerable, the planes 
struck. Zooming in over Diamond Head Moun- 












tain the red-balled buzzards headed directly for 
Battleship Row where the Sunday punch of the 
U.S. Pacific Fleet rode gently at anchor. 

Most of the ships had only skeleton crews 
aboard, most of the sailors were on the beach 
enjoying week-end liberty. Raw, inexperienced 
young boys raced for guns that were not ready 
for firing. Ammo was safely locked up in the 
supply shacks and the Storekeepers were on 
liberty. 

By the time the men had gotten over the shock 
and realized they were under actual attack and 
guns had been made ready to fire, oneenss 
had been slaughtered. 


Yamamoto waited for some word of the raid’s 
progress. Finally it came, The Americans, the 
communique read, had been caught completely 
off guard. On the decks of the battleship, were 
groups of sailors attending church services. Close- 
ly packed, they had been decimated by strafing 
Zeros. 

The surprise had been complete, the Sunday 
morning unreadiness of the Americans had had 
its calculated effect. Japanese pilots estimated 
that over 4,000 Americans had died horribly 
in the attack. Eight battleships had been sunk 
or severly damaged. Hundreds of airplanes 
had been destroyed on the ground. Half-dressed 
pilots running to man them had been strafed

and cut to ribbons by machine gun fire. 

Hickam Field was useless, the harbor was clog- 
ged with the hulks of the eight battleships, several 
cruisers, and an undetermined number of destroy- 
ers, and literally hundreds of smaller, miscellan- 
eous vessels. 

Yamamoto gloated in evil triumph. Since 1937 
he had been waiting for this day. America was 
stripped of its naval power in the Pacific . The 
Philippines, Wake, Guam, the Dutch East Indies 
could now be easily taken. There wasn’t asquare 
foot of ocean that didn’t belong to the Japanese 
Empire. The Pacific was a Japanese Lake. 

The officers gathered on the bridge of the flag- 
ship crowded around the Admiral and congrat- 
ulated him on the soundness of his strategy and 
the success of the operation. 

It is hard to imagine what his fellow officers 
would have thought had they known that Yama- 
moto’s thoughts were not on strategy, tactics or 
anything so professional as that.

You are the sweetest 
wife in the world. Goodbye honey, 
and Dickey.”

We carried the bodies out—one 
by one. It was dawn on Sunday be- 
fore we were finished. A total of 111 
men died in the blast that wrecked 
the mine. 

For us, there was no escape from 
memory. We fell to the ground after 
our last trip to the surface, and we 
slept. 

‘There was no rest in our sleep— 
—only insane, hideous nightmares 
which still return, even today, more 
than eight years later

"The men would be caught in the 
compartments as_ the steel doors 
swung shut automatically when the 
compartment was flooded. This de- 
vice is necessary to protect the rest, 
of the ship from flooding, but a 
man caught in the compartment is 
doomed. 

He knew they would not die in- 
stantly. They would live long 
enough to instinctively try to swim 
to the surface. But there would be 
no surface. Only the cruel, unyield- 
{ing steel overhead. 

He pictured the bodies of the 
young men, scalded to death in an 
instant as steam lines ruptured. He 
savored the thought of men drown- 
ing in water ablaze with burning 
oil—bodies blown to bits when the 
magazine of the Shaw exploded with 
such terrific force the whole ship 
was lifted right out of the water 
and slammed down again by the 
concussion. 

He heard the death-bediam of men 
screaming as they were crushed 
by. buckling decks and collapsing 
bulkheads. 

Pearl Harbor represented more 
than just a triumph of strategy 
and military planning. It_was the 
kind of mass killing he'd always 
dreamed of someday achieving. Is- 
roku, Yamamoto’s personality was 
graphically revealed by the post: | 
war probing into his personal jour- 
nal. He was an advanced necrophile, 
possessed by an abnormal fascina- 
tion with death in all its forms.

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‘As an adolescent he had worked 
hard to become proficient in Karate, 
the Japanese art of hand-to-hand 
combat. Many of the Karate tec! 
niques are fatal and he had paid 
special attention to these. For a 
mind in the grip of his madness, 
it was the height of pleasure to per- 
sonally cause and witness the death 
of a human being, the slower and 
more painful the better. 

He was just fifteen when he took 
his first victim. He had challenged 
a fellow Karate student, a boy two 
years younger and not as far along 
as he, to a match to be held in 
private. The Japanese code of honor 
naturally prevented the lad from do- 
ing the sensible thing, and refusing 
the challenge from a senfor student. 

‘The two met in an isolated spot 
‘and within minutes Yamamoto had 
crippled his opponent. He describes 
the incident vividly in his journal 

“Several of Nomura’s ribs had 
been broken in the fall. His knee, 
where I had kicked him, was shatte 
ed. He moaned miserably while v 
tual oceans of blood poured from 
his mouth, his nose and even from 
his eyesockets. I surmised that a 
rib had pierced his lung and every 
time he breathed he expelled great 
volumes of blood. 

“Then a hideous rattle came from 
his throat, his eyes looked plead- 
ingly up to me for help—but there 
was nothing I could do I was trans- 
fixed by the sight. I saw the body 
stiffen as life went slowly out of 
it. Then it was still and cold, and 
the eyes were still staring at me 
in that pleading fashion.” 

Knowledge of this aspect of Yama 
moto’s personality explains many of 
his actions that seemed incompre- 
hensible to his fellow officers. The 
‘Captain of a Japanese battleship 
which Yamamoto had chosen as 
his flagship during an operation 
testified that having the Admiral 
‘on board was a humiliating exper- 
ience. He insisted on doing himself 
many of the nastier jobs that were 
ordinarily performed by Ensigns and. 
Lieutenants—sueh as the interroga- 
tion and torture of prisoners. 

‘The Jap Captain remembers with 
particular bitterness the day an 
American submarine was forced to 
the surface by a barrage of depth 
charges. As soon as the sub was 
awash, the guns of the battleship 
destroyed it. Eight survivors were 
picked up by the Japs and held 
prisoner. 

‘Yamamoto insisted on conducting 
the interrogation himself, The em 
barrassed Captain was foreed to a 
company him down to the brig, not 
daring toremind Yamamoto that this 
sort of thing. was usually done by 
lower ranking officers. What’s good 
enough for the Admiral is good 
enough for a Captain in any nation’s 
Navy. 








‘As the two officers tramped down 
the narrow companionway to where 
the Americans were being held, the 
Capiain said Yamamoto began to 
perspire in anticipation of the feast 
that waited for him. ‘They tured 
the final comer and found the eight 
American sailors, each lashed to a 
stanchion. : 

|AMAMOTO STOOD still for a 

‘moment looking them over, then 
without tuming his head to anyone 
in particular, he said. 

“'Bring me a whip.” The Captain 
was amazed that the Admiral him- 
self would do the flogging when 
there were plenty of lesser men 
present who could do the actual 
work if he gave the order. But 
there was nothing he could do. He 
nodded to one of the enlisted men 
who went to a locker and brought 
out a whip. 

‘Yamamoto gripped the whip 
handle tightly and strode over to 
the first American, a thin, rangy 
boy no more than nineteen. The 
Jap took a step backward andraised 
his right arm behindhishead. There 
was a harsh whistle as the lash 
split the air, followed by the harsh 
smack as leather sliced into the 
tender flesh of the young sailor. 
‘The boy's shirt was tom from his 
body and a long strip of blood ap- 
peared on his chest. ‘The next lash 
tore away the sailors cheek and 
lips. Again the whip cut the air. 
It struck with a liquid slap and and 
wrapped itself around the boy's 
throat six times. 

‘The sailor’s head sagged crazily 
and gallons of blood shot across 
the compartment from the severed 
jugular.

‘The Jap sailors were paralyzed 
at the strange sight of the Admiral 
himself splattered with blood while 
the head of the sailor hang by a 
single thread of flesh from the 
slumped body.

“You crazy Jap bastard,” he spat,

in fact many prostitutes had arrange. 
ments with such houses, whereby they 
received a kickback ingxchange for 
steering their customers to the house. 
But basically, the house and the pros- 
titute were unconnected. The former 
sold service—the latter space. 

‘The modern assignation clubs 
make no use of prostitutes at all. 
But their service goes a little bit fur- 
ther than the older type establish. 
ments. Today's setup maintains what 
they call a “registry” in addition to. 
room service. 

‘Thus, men and women, desirous of 
extra sex, merely register with the 
group. Fellows and girls are paired 
off on a haphazard basis, as far as 
the registry allows. Members put 
down their expected availability — 
even well into the future—and at that 
time they are notified that they have 
been paired off. They merely show up 
at the house at the appointed time to 
enjoy the games they have desired. 

Its a simple plan. But strangely 
enough, it works. Men and women 
seem only too happy to join up and 
sign the registers. Fees for registry 
are small. ‘The principal income of 
the houses are room fees. In one 
club, registry fees are only one dol- 
lar a week, with a discount so that 
long-term fee-payers pay only ten 
dollars for a full year. Room rates 
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are high, however; each participant 
shelling ‘out elther five dollars an 
hour—or a flat fifteen dollars for a 
full night's occupancy: Since, as far 
as the club is concerned all room fees 
are doubled (since both man and wo- 
man pay equal fees) the returns are 
quite handsome. 

For that fee, the couple receives a 
clean room, double bed, cleart linen 
and such other equipment as maybe 
required for occupancy period. 

One club in the midwest, for exam- 
ple, has purchased a thirty room 
house. With one room taken up by 
the office, and the large living room 
used as a reception room (the old 
kitchen of the building has been con- 
vered to a laundry)—there aretwen- 
ty-seven rooms available for daily 
rent. Over the past four months they 
have reported a better than 90% 
occupancy rate. 


HIS CLUB has better than six 

hundred listed members in its 
registry. ‘The lists are still abitheavy 
on the male side on about a three 
to two ratio. But compared to what 
a similar list would have been even 
ten years ago—probably four to one 
maie—the changes in morality are 
only too obvious. Women seem less 
inhibited about registering for the 
service. And while club statisticians 
hold out no real hope that there will 
be a complete equality of the sexes 
within the foreseeable future, they do 
feel that within a year the balance 
may improve to something near a 
four to three ratio. 

At present there is_no problem 
for girls, They can get all the sex 
service they desire as often as they 
please. Males usually have to wait— 
sometimes in extreme cases—as long 
as aweek; butusually anywherefrom 
three to four days. Longer waits are 
normally for newest members, who 
are only given their first dates af- 
ter all older registrants have been 
taken care of for the period, 

Of course the clubs dare not ad- 
vertise. New members are obtained 
by word of mouth only, and even then 
only on thedirectrecommendation of 
existing members. Otherwiseit would 
be far too easy for the group to be 
infiltrated by those adamantly op- 
posed to freedom of sexual activity, 

There is naturally no guarantee 
that. any fellow is going to get a 
dream girl as a casual partner—nor 
that any girl will find her tempor. 
ary lover to be the answer to her 
prayer. All that is promised is that 
they will be male and female, ready, 
willing—even anxious to take part 

Still that doesn’t seem to bother 
the members, though on rare ocea- 
sions some new member may com- 
plain, or some older member may 
feel that the selected partner is just 
not to his or her liking. Generally, 
however, participants arephilosoph- 
ically prepared to take what they 








get and happily so. 

The variety of members’ back- 
grounds is enormous. They range 
from traveling men to married men, 
looking for variety in their sex lives, 
from lonely girls to wives searching 
for a night of excitement without 
need of going through the rigors of 
a pickup. But by and large, the 
AVERAGE member is single, about 
twenty-four years of age, lives alone, 
works hard and has little free timeto 
indulge in a large, social existence. 

Antoinette is atypical girl mem- 
ber. “I work in the bookkeeping de- 
partment of a large company,” she 
explains. “In our department there 
fare some two hundred girls and only 
four men—all married. We hardly 
ever get to meet any fellows in the 
course of work. Right now, I'm liv- 
ing alone in a small two room apart. 
ment. It isn’t that I wouldn't like a 
roommate. But somehow, the girls 
I've tried it with haven’t worked out. 

I've only been in the city about 
eighteen months, so I don't know 
too many people. And I don’t have 
too many dates. But that doesn’t 
mean that I don’t get all kinds of 
normal desires. 

“When T heard of this organiza. 
tion from another girl, it seemed 
crazy. It was the last kind of thing 
T thought I'd want to ty. But as 
months went on, I began to think 
what in the world was I waiting 
for. I figured I had nothing to lose 
trying it out once, just to see what 
it was like, So I went over and re 
gistered 

"Personally, T can't say its the 
greatest thing, but it does what it's 
supposed to. I go there maybe three 
or four times a month and try out 
different methods. I know it's a kind 
of cold-blooded way offinding pleas- 
ure, but its better than nothing. And 
while I'm there, I really do enjoy it. 

"The fellows’ are alll right, noth- 
ing special, but not bad either. There 
isn't much fooling around. We both 
know what we're there for. But then, 
why not? After all, is it any less 
cold-blooded than doing the same 
thing with a casual date whom you 
don't care about, just to sort of pay 
him off for what he spent on you? 
1 don’t see much difference. And 
this way, Iknow exactly what's what, 
beforehand. 

Philip, a salesman, gives his fedl- 
ings about the club. “‘T get into this 
town maybe once a month. It's no 
fun, traveling. You don’t meet half 
as many people as you'd think, in 
this kind of a job. My customers are 
mostly older men and we haven't 
got_much in common outside of 
business. They're not the kind of 
fellows [could ask to fix me up with 
a date. So lots of time, in most of 
the towns in my ‘territory, I either 
sit by myself in a hotel room or go 
to a house. ‘There's not much choice 
other than that 
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“Now, [ve got nothing against 
houses. ‘They serve their purpose. 
‘You can talk all you want to about 
‘morals, but a stranger in town can’t 
keep happy on words. Still, aprossie 
is only half pleasure. You don’t care 
about her, she doesn’t care about 
you. It’s all business. And it's asfast 
‘as she can make it. 

“The club is a step upward in the 
right direction. Themain thing is that 
the girls aren’t pros. They’re there 
for exactly the same reason that you 
are. They want fun and kicks too. 
So you take some real pains with 
them. You know you can bring them 
up to heaven if you try. It makes it 
more fun when you know you’regiv- 
Ing the girl a treat instead of merely 





“know some of the guys com- 
plain that they’re not getting rav- 
ing beauties. But what are they com- 
plaining about? How many whores 
are beautiful? I can answer that for 
you. None of them. The best prosti- 
tute I've ever met was just passable. 
In looks, every girl is at least as 
good as thepay-girls, and ninety per- 
cent are one hell of a lot better. 

“But the most important thing is 
they try. They wanttohavefun. They 
want me to have fun. It’s a real duet 
instead of just a solo event.” 


BVIOUSLY, the greatest dan- 
[ger to the average member are 
the unkown sadists who might at 
tempt to take advantage of their 
partners. The man or woman who 
dotes on dealing out pain could be- 
come a real threat to the very exis- 
tence of the organization. Naturally, 
no member wants to be hurt or be 
injured while attending for the sake 
ordinary types of sex pleasure. 
The sponsors of the society recog- 
nize that there are pain lovers 
in both sexes, those who enjoy re 
ceiving pain as well as dishing it 
out. And they make every effort 
to pair up fellows and girls of a 
similar bent. 

But any member who harms an- 
other during the course of a sex 
session is dealt with in the most 
severe manner. Every potential mem- 
ber is specifically warned of the 
penalties upon joining. And a watch 
is kept at all times for breaches of 
the regulations. Hallways are con- 
stantly patrolled and any screams 
or other indications of sadistic be 
havior are immediately investigated. 
So too are any member complaints. 
To date, the midwestern club hashad 
only one single such incident. And 
if it is possible, it is hoped that that 
will be the last one. 

‘The members themselves back up 
the club officers 100% in this regard. 
They value what they receive from 
it too much to risk any public scan- 
dal. To most of them, the ordinary 
sex. activities are more than suffi 
cient. After all, the club lists more 
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sex methods that any ordinary cou- 
ple can enjoy. And to help’ those 
members whose knowledge or im- 
aginations are limited, the dub of- 
fice keeps a complete file of possi- 
bulities, illustrated, diagrammed and 
fully explained in'simple English. 

‘This particular club does not 
branch out into the related fields of 
providing sex pictures, books or 
movies to its members, though 
rumored that a similar organiza- 
tion on the west coast has been 
profiting from these additional 
sources of revenue. 

“We are a service organization, 
nothing more,” one of the officers 
told me. "We provide space and li 
ings. That's all. And as far as we're 
concerned, it's more than enough. 
You don’t know how complex it is 
just keeping up the society. Building 
maintenance alone is a major chore 
and when you add to it the busi- 
ness. of just keeping up the mem- 
bership and pairing off applications, 
it’s not only a full day’s work, but 
double day. To add sidelines would 
be just adding more problems. If 
other groups want to get into it 
that’s their business. As far as we're 
concerned, no, thanks.”” 

‘As of the present writing, there 
are only a few similar societies cur- 
rently operating in the United States, 
Even with the full cooperation of 
the officers and members of the mid- 
western group we've been describ- 
ing, we could only locateeight others. 

‘Thus, figuring that the member. 
ships of these other groups was at the 
same level, only between five and si 
thousand people are being serviced 
by them. Obviously, this is such a 
tiny percentage of the population as 
to be practically indeseribabl 

Nor is there any indication that 

















growth will be rapid or widespread. | 


For even if the number of groups 
were to double in the next year, it 
would still be a lot less than a drop, 
in the bucket. 

How much demand thereis for such 
units is debatable. It’s all very well 
to say that a great many men and 
women are looking for such service. 
But the big question is, would they 
actually put down their names and 
pay out their cash to use it? 

On the other hand, perhaps it is a 
step too far in the direction of ab- 
solute sex freedom. Certainly many 
moralists and public figures would 
say so. And quite possibly, they 
speak for the bulk of the population. 

Unlike prostitution, this type of 
organization depends on the coop- 
eration of both sexes. And even in 
these days of free decision, there is 
a hesitancy. 

Still, as far as those that do operate 
Successfully today, there does seem 
to be the necessary membership. On, 
a restricted basis, they have found 
both men and women in sufficient 





numbers to work out their prob- 
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lems. And there does seem to be a 
great enough demand from new ap- 
plicants to keep those clubs going. 

Certainly it is an interesing Amer- 
ican phenomenon. Whether it will 
ever be more than that, only time 
will tell e

Usually they've thought about it 
for a long time before they decided 
to take the plunge.

Tye heard stories about couples 
in which one party wanted to swap 
and the other didn’t.
